The  record  has  it  that  the  first  Clubs  lor  the  study  of  international  relations  in  American  colleges  were  founded 
in  the  autumn  of  1914.  The  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe  in  August  of  that  year  had  stimulated  interest  in  Inter- 
national Relations,  an  interest  which,  it  was  believed,  could  be  guided  into  "channels  of  enlightening,  scientific 
and  non-partisan  discussion"  by  the  founding  of  clubs  in  colleges  for  that  purpose.  It  was  believed,  furthermore, 
that  those  young  men  and  women  whose  privilege  it  had  been  to  devote  special  study  to  international  relations 
would  constitute  a  "powerful  force  in  molding  public  opinion  during  the  next  generation."  The  early  Clubs 
were  known  as  International  Policy  Clubs.  They  were  organized  under  the  guidance  of  the  American  Association 
for  International  Conciliation  which,  in  turn,  derived  financial  support  from  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  Inter- 
national   Peace.
